HIGH ART IN NECKTIEa 


How They Are Made and Sold—Special 


Grades and Fabrics. 


[Chicago News.] 


"There are special grados and designs of 


silks and satins made exclusively for the 
necktie trade," said a manufacturer. "These 
materials are made from patterns designed 
by men who do nothing else than study up 
new things in neckties. 


'I go to New York to look at new designs 


about once every two months. 
There are 


from fifty to seventy-five necktia factories 
in this country and ten or twelve first-class 
makers. The latter usually secure exclusive 
right to use certain styles of goods from the 
makers by buying either the entire stock 
offered to the American market or a large 
quantity of it • But the success of making 
np the goods is just Uke a lottery ticket 
Perhaps one year I may make a hit on some 
particular design and it will become so pop- 
alar that all the other makers will be forced 
to 
adopt

There's never any telling

"Are the styles of making up neckties 


originated abroad f 


"Not now. 
They were until less than 


three years ago, but our styles are so much 
superior to the Europen now that they are 
coming over here to get pattern!). How- 
ever, there is a tendency to English fash- 
i, RS for the fall" 


'Are men or women employed to make up 


neckties?" 


"Oh, women. There are 800 girls working 


it this business in Chicago alone. They work 
by the piece and make more or less money, 
according to their expertness. A good fin- 
isher can make $3 or $9 a week. She takes 
a necktie after it is put together and finishes 
each detail perfectly, so that it is ready to 
box. Three different colors of the same de- 
sign, made in the same style, are boxed to 
gether to give a dealer an [assortment in the 
one make. The finisher must see that all of 
this kind are exactly alike in point of finish 
and make-up,;. ;We have one girl who does 
nothing Ibut turn the bands of neckties and 
who makes $15 a week. -She is capable of 
turning twenty-five or thirty dozen bands 
each day. 


"The 'cheap wear' now flooding the mar- 


ket is composed of old styles, made of poor 
goods, which the cheap trade in New York 
bas succeeded in buying up and sending it 
all over the country. 
As a rule men show 


no discrimination in purchasing neckties. 
They look into a window, see a tie that takes 
their fancy, and then rush in to buy it, 
never stopping to ask the price. Thus, they 
are apt to buy one of the cheap kind that 
will not look well a week as one of better 
quality. 
A good necktie is the result of art 


and study. It can't be turnoi out for a 
song."

To Prevent Pneumonia.

As pneumonia is essentially a congestive 


disease, the best praventative measures are 
those which avoid the causes of congestion. 
Pulmonary congestion is favored by too 
heavy clothing worn in winter weather. A 
serious error is the supposition that a double 
set of flannels worn next the skin affords 
double protection. The fact is that in such 
a case the inner flannel absorbs all secre- 
tion and perspiration, which ore there re- 
tained by the outer flannel An almost 
poultice-like action is thus brought about, 
softening the skin and rendering it highly 
susceptible to the slightest exposure. 


Over-heated, ill-ventilated rooms, and the 


sudden transition from these to the sharp 
outer-air are other avoidable predisposing 
causes of the disease. He who uses a cokl 
sponge bath with brisk rubbing every morn- 
ing, who wears the lightest clothing consist- 
ent witl} comfortable protection, and keeps 
his living-rooms well ventilated and at a 
mean temperature of 68 degrees is employ- 
ing the best preventive treatment of pneu- 
monia known to sanitary science.

Work to Be Done on the Pacific Slope. 


The Next Attraction. 


The minstrel company of Goodyear, 


Cook & Dillon, one of the best now travel 


Secretary Noble has approved the plan 


ol operation for continuing the irrigation 
survey o( arid Uoda proposed by M> j >r 3. 
W. Powell, Director of the Geographical 
Survey, which was began in 188S noder 
the authority of Congress. 


The continuation is proposed pursuant 


to the terms of an act of March 3, 1889, 
which appropriated $250.000 far the work. 
Major Powell recommends that tbe work 
be prosecuted in Montann, Colorado, Now 
Mexico, Idaho, Nevada and California. 
These are to be operated as one division, 


The area to be purveyed ia California 


will comprise the unmapped portions -of 
the drainage basins of tbe Tuba, American, 
CotnmneB, Mokelnmne, Stanislaus, Truckce 
and Uarson rivers. 
About 300 square 


miles in Nevada and about 4,000 square 
miles of the basins oi the Troctee and 
Carson rivers are also included. 


OI tbe work in the California division, 


Major Powell savs: "On tbe western sides 
of the San Joaqnin and Sacramento val- 
l»ys and upon tbe eastern slopes of tbe 
Coast ranges the scarcity of water is ex- 
treme, while tbe extent ol arable land* is 
very great. It is believed that important 
areas ol this land may be irrigated by tbe 
development of a system of reservoirs 
known to exist in these ranges, and the 
rainfall on the mountains is probably suffi- 
cient to fill many of them. 


'One of the most important problems in 


irrigation to be solved in California relates 
to the use of tbe Colorado river in tbe 
southeastern pert of the State."

The pointed instructions ot tbe Secretary 
of the Interior are intended to impress 
the Indian agent that there are duties and
